Dear  Governor  Hodges: 

The  1958-1960  biennium  was  the  first  full  biennium  of  the  Prison 
Department  as  an  independent  governmental  entity.  One  would  expect 
that  the  emergence  of  this  role  of  independence  would  usher  in  a 
period  of  major  readjustments.  This  would  be  true  especially  in  the 
correctional  field  where  major  changes  in  goals,  philosophy,  and  tech- 
niques are  underway  throughout  the  nation.  The  two  Prison  Directors 
have  found  these  expectations  realized  during  the  last  biennium. 

This  report,  authorized  and  compiled  for  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina,  is  an  account  of  the  stewardship  of  the  Prison 
Commission  and  the  officials  of  the  Prison  Department.  Through 
statistics  and  narration,  it  tells  the  story  of  a  major  governmental 
institution  with  responsibility  over  more  than  11,000  human  beings 
who  have  been  in  conflict  with  the  fundamental  rules  which  make 
effective  social  life  possible.  The  report  reflects  the  organized  efforts 
of  dedicated  public  servants  to  meet  major  responsibilities  to  the 
public  by  responding  to  the  problems  posed  by  the  behavior  and 
personalities  of  these  human  beings.  It  is  a  story  of  progress  in  all 
of  the  manifold  activities  within  the  complex  organization  of  one  of 
the  nation's  largest  prison  systems.  It  is  a  story  of  intelligent  prepa- 
ration by  the  State  of  North  Caroina  to  meet  the  new  and  more  sophis- 
ticated demands  being  placed  on  correctional  systems.

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SUMMARY  OF  PRISON  OPERATIONS,  1958-1960 


This  was  the  first  biennium  of  the  Prison  Department  as  a  sepa- 
rate governmental  agency.  Probably  in  the  history  of  North  Carolina 
government,  this  biennium  will  be  recorded  as  a  continuation  of  a 
period  of  transition  between  the  old  and  the  new  penology  when  the 
foundation  was  laid  for  a  sound  and  progressive  correctional  system. 

The  prison  system  is  a  hybrid  institution  including  characteristics 
found  in  a  military  organization  in  terms  of  custody,  in  a  business 
concern  in  terms  of  prison  industrial  operations,  and  a  school  and 
hospital  in  terms  of  rehabilitation  programs.  The  North  Carolina 
Prison  Department  is  engaged  in  the  delicate  process  of  achieving 
progress  in  all  these  areas  without  upsetting  the  balance  between 
them  for  the  sake  of  coordinated  and  efficient  achievement  of  its 
vital  functions  for  the  people  of  the  State. 

CUSTODY  AND  SECURITY 

A  major  obligation  is  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  the  State 
against  the  minority  of  prisoners  who  pose  serious  danger  to  life  and 
property.  Custody  largely  is  prevention  of  emergencies  through  the 
affording  of  physical  safeguards  manned  by  a  well-trained  staff  and 
through  creation  of  an  institutional  environment  which  meets  the 
legitimate  needs  of  inmates. 

The  development  of  the  North  Carolina  prison  system  as  a  group 
of  small  and  scattered  prison  units  has  posed  fundamental  problems 
for  custody.  The  nature  of  the  system  permitted  the  isolation  of 
groups  of  prisoners  in  keeping  with  relative  custody  risk,  but  the  size 
of  the  average  prison  unit  has  prevented  exploitation  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  lower  personnel  and  operating  costs  per  inmate  for  larger 
prisons.  The  possibilities  of  consolidating  some  of  the  prison  units 
now  is  under  serious  study.  This  promises  to  be  one  means  of  im- 
proving working  conditions  for  employees  without  major  increase  in 
operating  costs. 

Recognizing  the  basic  fact  that  an  organization  is  only  as  good  as 
the  people  who  man  it,  the  Prison  Department  has  introduced  several 
methods  for  improving  further  the  competence  and  training  of  its 
custodial  staff.  In  conjunction  with  the  Institute  of  Government,  a 
training  manual  and  two  training  films   were  prepared.    Training 


officers  for  the  14  field  divisions  and  the  institutions  were  given  a 
special  course  for  instructors  and  custodial  officers'  in-service  training 
schools  were  established. 

A  policy  for  standardization  of  custodial  officers'  uniforms  has 
been  implemented.  A  consistent  set  of  military  titles  for  custodial 
ranks  has  been  another  step  for  giving  a  psychological  basis  for 
personal  pride  and  organizational  efficiency.  Procedures  have  been 
coordinated  with  the  Employment  Security  Commission  for  recruit- 
ment, screening  and  process  of  applicants  to  assure  a  systematic  and 
continuous  flow  of  competent  personnel  into  the  correctional  service. 

With  the  completion  of  Odom  Prison  shortly,  the  removal  of  300 
close-custody  felons  from  highway  labor  will  be  accomplished.  This 
is  the  most  recent  phase  of  efforts  to  cope  with  the  problems  posed 
by  the  more  serious  custodial  risks.  In  1958,  additional  security 
facilities  were  provided  at  close  custody  field  units,  including  fencing 
around  segregation  units,  yard  activities  fencing,  a  barred  section  for 
the  guard  in  the  mess  hall,  barred  sections  in  the  cellblock  corridor, 
interior  emergency  lighting,  and  exterior  wall  lighting.  In  1959,  a 
special  security  work  squad  was  created  at  each  close  custody  unit  to 
provide  additional  guarding  for  the  fraction  of  close  custody  prisoners 
considered  to  be  the  greatest  security  risks. 

In  1959,  special  legislation  made  Highway  Commission  employees 
agents  of  the  Director  of  Prisons  when  working  inmates.  This  has 
served  to  underscore  further  the  already  excellent  cooperation  be- 
tween the  two  agencies  in  meeting  custodial  problems. 

In  1959,  segregation  unit  facilities  were  studied  to  afford  the  basis 
for  the  present  program  for  renovating  and  expanding  segregation 
units  in  keeping  with  custodial  and  rehabilitation  purposes. 

Custody  includes  the  meeting  of  the  physical  needs  of  inmates 
in  terms  of  clothing,  food,  and  shelter.  Excellent  results  have  been 
achieved  through  a  long-term  program  of  food  improvement  through 
instruction  of  food  handlers,  better  kitchen  facilities  and  equipment, 
and  more  effective  sanitation,  and  menu  and  budgetary  controls. 
In  1958,  a  12-week  food  service  school  for  assistant  superintendents 
were  initiated.  A  two-week  food  management  school  was  held  in 
January  this  year.  In  1958,  kitchen  supervisor  positions  were  estab- 
lished at  Polk  and  Caledonia  prisons,  thereby  providing  two  full-time 


food  service  employees  at  all  units  housing  400  or  more  inmates. 
In  1958,  a  food  service  policy  was  put  into  effect ;  this  includes  require- 
ments for  instruction  in  all  phases  of  the  food  program. 

In  1959,  central  requisitioning  of  meat  products  was  required  of 
all  units.  Central  requisitioning  of  staple  foods  has  begun  at  some 
units.  In  conjunction  with  the  master  menu,  central  requisitioning 
will  assure  standarization  of  the  food  program  at  a  high  level  and  at 
minimum  cost.  The  same  year,  the  Cold  Storage  Plant  began  shipping 
prepared  beef  in  standarized  portions  to  achieve  the  same  purpose. 
An  emergency  master  menu  has  been  prepared,  including  instructions 
for  appropriate  stocking  at  units.  This  year,  work  was  begun  on  a 
standard  recipe  file  for  all  prison  kitchens. 

Improvement  of  kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities  has  been 
sought  for  some  time.  By  1958  all  units  had  been  provided  with 
modern  walk-in  refrigerators,  three-compartment  stainless  steel  sinks 
with  sterilization  equipment.  Now  all  units  have  modern  gas  cooking 
equipment  and  most  units  have  stainless  steel  tables.  The  kitchens 
of  several  units  were  completely  renovated  during  the  biennium. 

Improved  sanitation  has  been  a  constant  objective.  In  1959,  the 
State  Board  of  Health  gave  instruction  at  each  prison  unit  on  insect 
and  rodent  control  through  use  of  modern  equipment.  State  Board  of 
Health  inspections  revealed  continued  improvement  in  sanitation.  In 
1958,  68  prison  units  earned  "A"  ratings  and  20  earned  "B"  ratings. 
In  1959  there  were  90  with  "A"  and  only  two  with  "B"  ratings. 

Along  with  improved  food  service  has  come  greater  economy 
through  supervision  and  budgetary  control.  In  1957-58  daily  per 
capita  food  costs  were  69  cents,  in  1958-59  64.5  cents,  and  in  1959-60 
63.5  cents. 

In  1959  unit  sanitation  was  improved  through  provision  of  mattress 
covers  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Bench  lockers  were 
placed  in  cellblocks  for  storage  of  inmates'  personal  articles. 

REHABILITATION 

The  biennium  brought  further  significant  progress  in  the  creation 
of  a  foundation  for  a  modern  rehabilitation  program.  This  program 
was  achieved  through  systemization  of  policy,  setting  of  specific 
treatment  objectives,  and  fuller  use  of  facilities  and  personnel  now 


available.  With  the  future  creation  of  facilities  to  meet  long-standing 
rehabilitation  needs,  the  Prison  Department  will  be  ready  for  their 
effective  and  efficient  use. 

Classification  of  prisoners  is  basic  to  every  phase  of  prison  opera- 
tions. Therefore,  every  section  of  the  Prison  Department  contributes 
to  the  classification  program.  During  the  biennium  the  Central  Classi- 
fication Section  was  strengthened  and  reorganized  to  meet  the  in- 
creasing demand  for  quality  and  quantity  of  service.  Formal  policies 
have  been  drafted  and  are  in  the  process  of  promulgation.  The  inmate 
record  jackets  have  been  standardized  and  new  appropriate  reports 
developed  to  improve  the  accessibility  and  reliability  of  basic  informa- 
tion. Additional  prison  units  have  been  assigned  the  function  of  pro- 
viding for  youthful  first  offenders  and  physically  handicapped  prison- 
ers. Two  units  have  been  assigned  the  responsibility  of  handling 
mental  defectives  as  a  safeguard  against  mental  backwardness  con- 
tributing to  inadvertent  injury  to  the  inmate.  The  selection  of 
youthful  first  offenders  for  the  Youth  Centers  has  been  improved. 
The  addition  of  another  position  on  the  Receiving  Center  staff  has 
permitted  the  expension  of  testing  procedures  and  introduction  of 
some  phases  of  reclassification. 

Until  October  1958,  the  Prison  Department  had  the  services  of 
only  one  part-time  psychiatrist.  At  that  time  he  joined  the  Depart- 
ment on  a  full-time  basis.  Furthermore,  the  addition  of  an  employee 
to  the  staff  of  the  Receiving  Center  permitted  increased  psychological 
testing  required  for  psychiatric  diagnosis.  Increased  psychiatric 
services  were  reflected  in  the  increased  referrals  to  the  criminally 
insane  wards  at  the  State  Hospitals,  more  than  doubling  the  number 
of  prisoners  receiving  such  treatment.  Furthermore,  these  services 
have  contributed  to  improved  classification  of  mental  defectives, 
epileptics,  and  emotionally  disturbed  prisoners. 

The  need  for  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities  was  documented 
by  the  release  during  the  biennium  of  the  report  of  the  psychiatric 
study  financed  by  the  Prison  Department  and  conducted  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Harley  C.  Shands. 

The  biennium  brought  the  Central  Hospital  several  steps  toward 
the  elimination  of  deficiencies  in  staff  and  equipment.  In  1959  a 
physician,  a  dentist  and  five  nurses  were  added  to  the  full-time  staff. 
The  x-ray  equipment  was  modernized  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  To  improve 


the  handling  of  aggressive  prisoner-patients,  a  medical  segregation 
unit  was  established  with  fourteen  segregation  medical  cells  and  a 
complete  first  aid  room.    It  is  staffed  24-hours  a  day  with  nurses. 

To  systematize  the  increased  need  for  a  dependable  source  of 
skilled  inmate  labor  for  work  programs,  the  position  of  Inmate  Labor 
Analyst  was  created  in  1958  to  correlate  labor  availability  with  labor 
need.  This  position  also  involves  administration  of  the  system  of 
gained-time  rewards  which  has  become  increasingly  complex. 

In  1958,  the  microfilming  of  inactive  records  of  inmates  was 
begun  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History. 
One  employee  and  four  inmate  clerks  have  processed  many  thousands 
of  inactive  records  to  consolidate  documents  on  various  sentences 
served  by  a  single  inmate.  Thereby,  records  on  earlier  sentences  have 
been  made  more  accessible  for  assessment  of  recidivists  now  in  prison. 
More  than  130,000  sets  of  records  on  discharged  inmates  had  been 
filmed  by  the  end  of  the  biennium.  More  than  350,000  other  records 
remain  to  be  filmed.  At  a  very  modest  cost,  inactive  records  have 
been  converted  into  a  more  accessible  form,  filing  cabinets  have  been 
made  available  for  active  records,  and  valuable  floor  space  has  been 
saved. 

In  a  period  of  great  change  in  program  and  objectives,  the  need 
for  foresight  and  intelligence  in  planning  becomes  even  more  pressing. 
Such  foresight  and  intelligence  requires  accurate  and  complete  knowl- 
edge of  the  recent  past  and  the  present.  This  need  for  information  on 
prisoner  population  for  administration  and  planning  stimulated  the 
demand  for  a  punch  card  system.  After  careful  study  of  the  projected 
unit,  one  nationally-known  expert  in  correctional  statistics  gave  high 
praise  to  its  design  and  objectives  as  among  the  very  best  of  the 
prison  systems. 

In  a  prison  system  which  ranks  among  the  top  five  in  terms  of 
inmate  population,  the  machine  processing  of  data  is  a  vital  tool  for 
all  aspects  of  correctional  administration.  The  machine  record  unit 
will  afford  detailed  information  on  the  current  prisoner  population 
for  the  first  time  in  North  Carolina  history.  This  will  make  possible 
new  effectiveness  in  the  assignment  of  groups  of  prisoners  in  keeping 
with  the  most  modern  correctional  principles.  Reports  will  offer 
accurate  and  current  information  for  prison  management  and  research 
into  factors  behind  criminality. 
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Education  can  strengthen  the  offender's  self-respect,  give  him 
a  deeper  insight  into  his  own  behavior,  teach  him  to  control  himself 
and  to  get  along  with  others,  and  provide  him  with  skills  for  his 
livelihood.  To  achieve  these  advantages,  it  is  necessary  to  obtain 
funds,  teachers,  facilities,  equipment,  books,  and  supplies.  In  com- 
parison with  the  situation  five  years  ago  when  no  prison  education 
program  existed,  a  beginning  has  been  made. 

The  first  full-time  vocational  instructor  was  employed  at  Central 
Prison  in  1956  to  offer  literacy  and  other  classes,  including  a  brick- 
mason  school.  This  school  has  awarded  certificates  to  153  inmates. 
The  food  service  school  at  Central  Prison  was  organized  by  the 
Division  of  Custody  and  Field  Units  and  has  awarded  certificates  to 
290  inmates.  The  clerical  school  at  Polk  Prison  was  established  in 
1958.  These  three  schools  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction. 

A  vocational  instructor  at  Caledonia  Farm  offers  various  agricul- 
tural and  academic  courses.  In  1959  two  new  classrooms  and  an 
attractive  library  were  provided.  When  Odom  Farm  opens  this  fall, 
three  classrooms,  a  library,  and  an  additional  instructor  will  be 
available.  At  Women's  Prison,  an  instructor  and  volunteers  offer  a 
wide  variety  of  vocational  and  academic  courses. 

In  1958,  educational  courses  were  offered  at  the  field  units  for 
the  first  time  through  part-time  instructors  at  20  felon  units.  In  1959 
this  was  extended  to  16  additional  felon  units.  Saturady  morning 
classes  are  offered  by  instructors  recruited  from  the  local  community 
through  the  assistance  of  local  superintendents  of  schools.  During 
October  1959,  17  percent  of  the  inmates  at  these  units  participated 
actively  in  this  volunteer  program. 

The  Prison  Department  is  aware  of  the  importance  of  group 
counseling  as  a  means  of  altering  the  fundamental  attitudes  of  of- 
fenders. As  a  pilot  program,  group  counseling  was  introduced  in  1958 
at  the  two  Youth  Centers  and  a  special  manual  was  prepared  for 
in-service  training  of  couselors.  Later  the  program  was  introduced 
at  the  Craven  County  youthful  first  offender  unit  because  of  the 
presence  of  a  part-time  instructor  with  special  background  in  the  sub- 
ject. The  success  of  these  experiments  has  caused  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment to  hope  that  the  program  may  be  extended  further. 

To  the  same  end,  a  Mental  Health  Project  Grant  was  obtained 
from  the  Federal  Institute  of  Health  in  the  sum  of  $26,000.   These 


funds  will  be  utilized  to  implement  this  fall  a  carefully  designed  pilot 
program  of  social  work  at  Central  and  Polk  Prisons  for  individual 
and  group  counseling.  For  a  similar  purpose,  a  special  manual  has 
been  prepared  for  custodial  officers,  offering  instruction  in  the  tech- 
niques and  purposes  of  rehabilitation  counseling  for  employees  who 
have  everyday  contact  with  inmates. 

The  1959  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  made  possible  broader 
use  of  the  Work  Release  idea  which  permits  offenders  to  continue 
their  regular  employment,  spending  only  evenings  and  weekends  in 
confinement.  The  law  now  allows  felons  with  a  sentence  of  not  over 
five  years  to  be  considered  for  Work  Release  and  eliminates  the  re- 
striction against  recidivists.  Furthermore,  the  Board  of  Paroles  and 
the  Prison  Department,  cooperatively,  may  grant  the  privileges  of  the 
program  to  a  worthy  candidate  any  time  after  the  trial.  In  1959-60, 
74  inmates  have  been  on  the  program.  This  represents  an  appreciable 
increase. 

The  problems  of  adjustment  by  the  released  prisoner  have  been 
of  increased  concern  during  the  biennium.  In  1959  the  position  of 
Supervisor  of  Inmate  Job  Placement  was  established  to  systematize 
the  efforts  to  find  employment  for  the  inmate  scheduled  for  release. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  acquaint  potential  employers  with  the 
skills  and  qualifications  of  inmates  in  frank  fashion.  Prisoners  have 
been  encouraged  to  use  the  supervisor  as  a  referral  source.  In  coopera- 
tion with  the  Employment  Security  Commission,  the  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  the  local  prison  staffs,  jobs  were  found  for  more 
than  400  released  prisoners. 

The  special  problems  posed  by  the  offender  less  than  18  years  of 
age  and  the  elderly  indigent  prisoner  have  been  the  subject  of  other 
experiments.  Before  the  release  of  the  young  offender,  his  parents 
or  guardian  are  contacted  to  assure  that  proper  arrangements  are 
made  for  his  integration  within  the  community  in  a  responsible 
manner.  The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  provided  special 
assistance  in  assisting  the  elderly  inmate  on  release  when  he  lacks 
resources  within  his  home  community.  It  is  hoped  that  extension  of 
the  social  work  approach  to  our  prison  system  will  permit  further 
efforts  in  these  two  areas. 

As  a  prison  system  receiving  a  large  number  of  misdemeanants, 
the  Prison  Department  has  an  unusual  number  of  prisoners  with  per- 
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sonal  problems  related  to  excessive  drinking  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
The  Alcoholics  Anonymous  groups  of  the  State  have  given  freely  of 
their  time  and  energy  in  expanding  the  prisoner  Alcoholics  Anony- 
mous program  from  three  to  15  units  during  the  biennium.  Research 
by  the  Supervisor  of  Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  reveals  169  former 
prisoners  have  remained  sober  since  release  and  have  not  returned 
to  prison  as  result  of  the  prison  AA  program.  An  additional  181 
former  prisoners  demonstrated  good  adjustment  immediately  after 
release  but  loss  of  contact  with  them  since  for  various  reasons  pre- 
vents certain  assessment  beyond  the  fact  they  have  not  returned  to 
prison  on  a  subsequent  sentence.  Another  forty  have  resumed  drink- 
ing but  their  conduct  has  improved  to  the  extent  that  subsequent 
imprisonment  has  not  been  necessary.  Although  some  managed  to 
stay  out  of  prison  for  periods  as  long  as  a  year,  176  former  prison  AA 
members  have  resumed  drinking  and  returned  on  subsequent  sen- 
tences, usually  for  drinking. 

In  1958  a  Negro  chaplain  became  the  assistant  of  the  Chief 
chaplain  to  specialize  in  encouraging  Negro  ministers  to  volunteer 
their  services  for  Negro  inmates.  This  has  had  gratifying  results 
in  providing  new  opportunities  for  religious  activities  in  prison  life. 

The  opening  of  a  new  chapel  in  1959  has  stimulated  an  already 
effective  religious  program  at  Central  Prison.  The  number  of  bap- 
tisms, graduates  of  Bible  correspondence  courses,  and  communion  ser- 
vices have  increased.  A  Bible  study  course  at  Women's  Prison  has 
been  well  attended  since  its  inception  in  1958.  In  the  field  units,  the 
progress  of  our  religious  programs  conducted  by  volunteer  ministers 
has  been  indicated  by  the  increased  average  attendance :  30  in  1957, 
36  in  1958  and  37  in  1959. 

Penologists  attest  to  the  value  of  prisoner  recreation  programs 
as  a  wholesome  outlet  for  energies  that  might  otherwise  find  expres- 
sion in  destructive  thoughts  and  behavior  and  as  an  excellent  means 
of  teaching  cooperation  and  other  positive  values.  Recognizing  the 
importance  of  competent  recreational  leadership,  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment solicited  the  counsel  of  the  Department  of  Recreation,  North 
Carolina  State  College.  As  an  experiment,  the  Department  has  assign- 
ed to  Central  Prison  two  or  more  recreation  students  each  school 
semester  to  work  with  inmates  under  the  supervision  of  the  Prison 
Recreation  Supervisor.  In  addition,  many  private  citizens  and  prison 
employees  have  volunteered  their  spare-time  assistance. 


Boxing,  baseball,  basketball,  and  horseshoe  pitching  have  elicited 
increased  participation  from  inmates,  especially  in  very  successful 
tournaments.  The  boxing  tournament  has  been  divided  into  youth 
and  open  divisions.  Last  year  more  than  200  inmates  participated  in 
the  competition  which  extended  from  the  middle  of  October  to  Decem- 
ber. Two  new  baseball  leagues  with  eight  new  teams  were  formed 
last  year,  bringing  the  total  teams  to  41  in  seven  leagues.  The  league 
champions  competed  in  a  statewide  tournament  which  brought  un- 
precedented interest  from  inmates  and  prison  employees.  Horseshoe 
pitching  lends  itself  particularly  well  to  the  prison  situation  and  has 
enabled  inmates  to  participate  in  championship  play  otherwise  not 
available  to  them.  The  basketball  competition  is  limited  to  the  youth- 
ful first  offenders  units  and  the  two  Youth  Centers. 

Profits  from  prison  canteens  support  inmate  welfare  activi- 
ties not  possible  to  finance  otherwise.  New  canteen-hobby  shop  build- 
ings were  constructed  at  five  units.  At  eight  other  units  hobby  shops 
were  created  through  conversion  of  buildings  designed  for  other  pur- 
poses. At  the  youthful  first  offender  unit  in  Rowan  County,  a  recre- 
ation room,  including  a  small  library,  was  created.  Power  saw 
equipment  has  been  installed  at  the  Catawba  and  Iredell  county  units. 
Television  sets  have  been  installed  in  all  units. 

COMPTROLLER 

To  continue  the  introduction  of  modern  business  methods  during 
1958-1960,  the  position  of  Comptroller  was  established  to  supervise 
proper  procedures  for  acculating,  processing,  and  reporting  of  all 
financial  data.  Field  Auditors  were  employed  for  constant  super- 
vision of  prisoner  welfare  and  trust  funds.  An  accounting  section  was 
established  under  the  Central  Service  Fund  to  determine  costs  of 
construction,  operation  of  motor  vehicles,  and  similar  matters.  New 
methods  have  been  developed  for  determining  cost  figures  for  prison 
industrial  programs.  The  use  of  machine  punch  card  equipment  for 
accounting  purposes  has  been  given  careful  study.  Shortly,  the  ac- 
counting section  will  join  other  divisions  of  the  Prison  Department 
in  taking  advantage  of  this  tool  of  management. 

CENTRAL  SERVICES 

This  division  renders  drug,  warehousing,  vehicle  rental,  main- 
tenance and  construction  services  to  the  various  units  of  the  prison 


system.  This  past  biennium  maintenance  and  construction  projects 
costing  over  $2,500,000  were  completed  at  a  considerable  saving  of 
tax  dollars  because  the  work  was  performed  largely  with  prison  labor. 
Major  renovations  and/or  enlargements  were  made  at  six  field  units. 
The  cellblock  at  Rockingham  County  Unit,  destroyed  by  fire,  was 
replaced.  At  Central  Prison  a  building  was  constructed  for  use  as 
toilets,  showers,  and  clothing  storage.  The  electrical  system  was 
completely  renovated.  The  boiler  room  was  enlarged  and  an  additional 
boiler  installed  to  increase  the  steam  capacity.  Renovations  were 
made  in  the  industrial  building  to  permit  expension  of  the  Print  Shop, 
Sign  Shop,  and  the  Metal  Plant.  At  Polk  Prison  a  new  cellblock  was 
constructed,  and  the  messhall  was  enlarged.  In  additional  a  ware- 
house, a  woodwork  plant,  and  various  sheds  and  equipment  were 
constructed  for  lumber  processing  facilities.  At  Caledonia  Prison 
additional  housing  was  provided  for  the  staff.  In  Northampton  County 
a  complete  300-man  unit  was  constructed  and  named  Odom  Prison. 

The  motor  vehicle  section  controls  416  vehicles  which  are  rented 
to  the  various  units  and  sections  for  their  use.  The  Drug  Laboratory 
purchases  medical  supplies  in  large  quantities  and  breaks  them  down 
into  smaller  quantities  for  shipment  to  the  units.  It  also  compounds 
certain  medicine  and  prescriptions  when  economically  feasible.  This 
warehouse  stocks  food,  clothing,  and  household  supplies  which  are 
purchased  in  carload  lots  and  then  shipped  in  workable  quantities  to 
the  units.  This  Central  Services  operation  amounted  to  approximately 
$10,000,000  during  the  past  biennium. 

FARM  OPERATIONS 

Farm  operations  during  the  fiscal  year  1958-1959  at  the  Units 
and  at  Caledonia  Prison  were  still  operated  separately  from  the  Prison 
Enterprises.  They  continued  to  increase  in  productivity.  The  gross 
sales  from  the  Unit  Farms  during  this  period  amounted  to  $416,097.62 
and  from  Caledonia  Farm  $1,101,536.39.  On  July  1,  1959,  these  farms 
became  a  part  of  Prison  Enterprises,  and  the  gross  sales  from  them 
for  the  year  1959-1960  is  included  in  those  reported  by  Prison  Enter- 
prises. During  the  biennium  long-time  farm  plans  began  to  show 
dividends  in  expansion  of  production  and  quality  of  the  products  being 
produced.  Much  improvement  has  been  shown  in  land  use  with  in- 
creased fertility  of  the  soil.  The  poultry  program  has  grown  in  the 
past  five  years  from  180  cases  of  eggs  to  14,000  cases.  More  than 
two-thirds  of  this  growth  was  in  this  biennium.  For  the  first  time 


in  the  history  of  the  North  Carolina  Prison  Department,  the  system 
is  now  furnishing  its  own  requirements  in  eggs.  Inventories  of  poul- 
try, beef  cattle,  swine,  and  grain  have  increased  approximately  15% 
during  this  period. 

PRISON    ENTERPRISES 

During  the  past  biennium  Prison  Enterprises  have  continued  to 
expand  operations.  Forestry  operations  have  expanded.  A  woodwork- 
ing plant  has  been  established  at  Polk  Prison  and  has  been  operating 
to  refinish  furniture  and  to  furnish  lumber  for  state  agencies.  A 
lumber  yard  for  storing,  planning,  and  cutting  lumber  has  also 
been  established  to  furnish  services  for  state  agencies.  The  capacity 
of  the  Printing  Plant  at  Central  Prison  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  more  equipment.  A  Central  Duplicating  Plant  has  been 
established  to  furnish  services  for  State  agencies. 

On  July  1,  1959,  operation  of  the  farm  at  Caledonia  Prison  and  of 
the  Unit  farms  was  placed  under  the  management  of  Prison  Enter- 
prises. A  new  farm  operation  at  Odom  Prison  Farm,  in  Northampton 
County  across  the  Roanoke  River  from  Caledonia  Prison  Farm,  was 
started.  The  addition  of  this  farm  will  greatly  increase  the  farm 
production.  All  of  these  farms  are  being  financed  from  the  Enterprise 
Revolving  Fund  created  by  the  1957  General  Assembly. 

During  the  biennium,  the  canneries  at  Caledonia  Prison  and 
Women's  Prison  have  been  modernized  and  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  the  products  have  increased.  Quality  is  insured  by  inspection  of 
the  products  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
Federal  Government  inspectors  also  inspect  and  grade  the  livestock 
carcasses  received  by  the  Meat  Processing  Plant. 

Increased  use  of  the  laundries  by  agencies  of  the  State  has  also 
been  accomplished.  It  is  anticipated  that  further  increased  use  will 
be  made.  This  particular  field  of  endeavor  presents  one  of  the  best 
possibilities  of  further  expansion. 

The  steady  progress  of  the  Prison  Eenterprises  is  shown  by  the 
increase  in  sales  each  year  of  the  biennium.  Total  sales  in  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1959,  amounted  to  $4,378,880.61,  excluding  sales  from 
unit  farms  and  Caledonia  Prison  Farm.  Sales  in  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1959,  amounted  to  $6,381,312.26.  As  Enterprises  have  ex- 
panded greater  use  of  inmate  labor  has  resulted.  Further  increase  in 


SUMMARY 

the  use  of  inmates  for  Enterprises  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  the 
number  available  for  and  actually  used  in  highway  labor.  A  greater 
use  in  Prison  Enterprises  is  anticipated  in  the  coming  biennium. 

During  this  biennium,  the  Prison  System  has  continued  its  prog- 
ress towards  safeguarding,  housing,  feeding,  and  clothing  the  in- 
mates ;  in  providing  effective  industrial  and  farm  operations ;  and  in 
increasing  the  rehabilitation  and  treatment  programs  essential  to 
meeting  the  challenge  of  crime.  As  plans  now  in  the  development 
stage  reach  fruition,  greater  and  more  enlightened  progress  is  to  be 
expected.
